On all sides threads 
have been picked up and new ones 
interwoven. The odd lack in many 
Germans of tact, good taste and sa- 
vior faire, and the not less peculiar 
tendency of the Englishman to over- 
weening pride and to outward reserve, 
make spiritual approach difficult, but 
there are Englishmen who have dis- 
covered that the German who often 
repels at first sight gains a great deal 
on closer acquaintance while the Eng- 
lishman, who is at first so pleasing, 
just as often loses as much in value 
when scrutinized closely.

Come Back. 


It is rather surprising to learn that 
the number of horses in France, which 
was constantly on the increase until 
the war, but in 1918 had dropped from 
3,000,000 to 2,000,000, has now again 
recovered, almost to the. pre-war fig- 
ure. These statistics are easy to ob- 
tain, for every horse in the country, 
as well as every motor car, is regis- 
tered, in order immediately to be 
requisitioned on mobilization. They 
do not mean that carriage and saddle 
horses are catching up on motors, The 
increase is entirely in heavy draught 
horses and especially in those used in 
agriculture and it reflects not only 
the prosperity of agriculture since the 
war, but more particularly the sub- 
stitution of horses for oxen in many 
parts of the country. Lovers of the

One of the very few complaints I 
have to make against life on earth is 
that it isn’t long enough. To me it

effort to lengthen it. We do not ac- 
cept disease without an effrt to cure | 
But up to date we have done! 
practically nothing toward lengthen- | 
ing the average adult’s life. 


Nearly every optimistic lecturer | 
you that years heave been) 
added to human lite “by science.” | 
This is a delusion produced by marip- | 
ulation of figures.. What medical 
science has done is to save the lives 
of thousands of babies. Millions, per- 
haps, would be nearer the truth. 
Babies who used to die in the first 
year of their lives are now brought 
through that critical first year by rea- 
son of scientific care and certain sim- 
ple remedies. This survival of the 
babies through their first year adds 
to the average age at which death 
oceurs, but it doesn’t add anything te 
the life of the average adult. The per- 
son of 30 or 40 or 50 has no greater 
length of life before him now than he 
had at the time of the American 
revolution, if 1 read the tables cor- 
rectly. 


Mr. Du Pont points out that the 
life insurance companies would be 
gainers if the average human life were 
extended. Of course, "in the course 
of a generstion or two, life insurance 
rates would be adjusted to the new 
mertality statistics, but meantime the 
insurance companies would win back 
the money they had spent in research, 
with interest.

she is armed with special 
blanks or backed by the authority of 
the health board or not. 

This is the fatal weakness in the 
investigation as it is in many similar | 
health “surveys.” ‘Teachers, nurses, | 
and other unqualified individuals: are 
allowed or even required to _— 
their own judgment” in diagnosing | 
disease, which of course such persons | 
do not possess. | 

Another grave fault of this particu- | 
larly investigation under the distin- 
guished auspices of the New York 
ventilation commission is. that no 
health or medical authority on the 
commission or outside of it ventures 
to define “colds” for the purpose of 
the inquiry. Since “edlds” remain 
vague and indefinite, how in the mess 
ean the teacher guess whether a 
pupil has one or early measles or 
nasal diphtheria or what? It does 
not seem quite sporting of the New 
York commission on ventilation for 
1929 to pass the buck in this way to 
the poor teachers who dare not retort 
by asking whadayamean “colds?

WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—(/)— 
The state department tonight made 
publie the text of the French note giv- 
ing the attitude of the Paris govern- 
ment on the forthcoming naval con- 
ference in London.

| To go back to the football rules; I 
believe that the rules committee is 
‘pretty well satisfied with the present 
code. The fumble rule apparently has 
come to stay. Its strength is that 
many of the players seem to like it. 
I never have believed much in rule 
protection from manual errors, but 
the present method of treating fnum- 
bles certainly does tend to simplify 
the rules, and that always is to be 
desired. Moreover, the rule seems to 
have worked out in action as well as 
theory, and that is the real test. 

We shall all have to admit that 
football has seldom produced more 
fine games or more thrills than in the 
season of 1929.

BREAKS ALL RECORDS: 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 31.—(?)—- 


The steadily growing efficiency of @ 


American industry in production and 
of American merchants in promoting 
sales is believed by William L. Cooper, 
director of the bureau of foreign and 
domestic commerce, to have been the 
dominating factors in sending the 
country’s foreign trade during 1920 
to new high levels. 


Allowing for changes in the buying 
power of money, both exports and im- 
ports for the year made increases dur- 
ing 1929, and Mr. Cooper, in a state- 
ment issued today, said the result was 
not brought about by any temporary 
causes, but marks the continuance of 
a movement virtually unbroken since 
1921 and ,1922. 

While ®ecember trade figures are 
not yet available, if the month's to- 
tal is equal to last year, exports will 
amount to about $5,300,000,000, an 
increase of between 3 and 4 per cent 
over 1928. Imports, based on the 
same estimate, would total approxi- 
mately $4,450,000,000, a gain of 
per cent. 3 

Figures for 10 months show an in- 
crease in the value of exports to all 
six of the continents, with the high- 
est percentage of gain to South Amer- 
ica. Sales to Canada increased great- 
ly, while those to Cuba and Mexico 
made a substantial gain as contrasted 
declines in several previcus 
years. 

Imports from all continents alse 
were larger in 1929 than in ~928, 


| Exports to Europe, North America, 
Oceania and Africa were larger than 


imports. The balance of trade was 
greatly against this country in com- 
merce with Asia and against it in a 
lesser amount in commerce with South 
American countries as a whole. 

As in most recent years, Mr. Cooper 


pointed out, the most eonspicuous fea- 


ture of the 1929 trade was the ex- 
pansion in the exports of factory prod- 
ucts. Foreign sales of semi-manufac- 
tured and finished manufactures, with 
the latter in the ascendency, approxi- 
mated $3,250,000, a gain of about 
$300,000.000 or 10 per cent over 1928. 

Year by year, the statement said, 
American manufactures have been 
growing in popularity in foreign mar- 
kets, and the total for 1929 was S80 
or 90 per cent greater than that for 
1922. It was nearly per cent 
greater than the average year of the 
immediate pre-war period, allowing for 
the higher level of prices. 

“The importance of this huge ex- 
tortation of manufactured goods as 


a stabilizer of industry and employ- | 


ment is obviously very great,” Mr. 
Cooper said. 

Increases were made in exports of 
cotton manufacturers, advanced man- 
ufactures of wood, paper manufac- 
tures, gasoline, heavy iron and steel, 
machinery, automobiles, chemicals and 
other articles. Sales of machinery 
abroad reached the total of over 

00,000,000, making this, next to raw 
cotton, the largest item in the list. 

Largely because of reduced exports 
of cotton and tobacco, the value of 
agricultural exports in 1929 was less 
than in 1928. Exportation of food- 
stuffs changed little in the te 
during the year, a decrease in wheat, 
barley and rye being offset by in- 
creases in meat products, eorn, its 
and nuts. 

Records were set by some of the 
major imports as regards quantity, in- 
cluding silk, cocoa, rubber, tin, un- 
refined copper and newsprint paper.

Lake Michigan water was authorized |

The permit, made necessary by om | 


piration at midnight tonight of the 
license which allo\ed diversion to 
dilute sewage and maintain navigation 
in the Chicago river, placed into im- 
mediate effect the recommendations 
presented to the supreme court by 
Charles Evans Hughes as special 
master. 

It limited all diversion to an annual 
average of 7,250 cubic feet per second, 
or a flow of 8,500 cubic feet per 
second measured ‘at Lockport, until 
July 1, 1930, and to 6,500 cubic feet 
in addition to domestic pumpage after 
that date. ' 5 

Under present practice, the Chicago 
sanitary district has been taking 
8.500 feet for sewage disposal and an 
additional 1,200 feet for domestic 


pumpage.
